Philippine Islands Classed as 
Domestic Territory—Seed 
. to Be Sent Them. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESE—P.M.), 

ASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—It was 
Won at the War Depart- 

ment, today, that the names of 
officers to fill the vacancies in the grade 
of brigadie?-general will not be an- 
nounced until Congress meeta, as it is 
not deemed desirable to make ad- 
interim appointments. In addition to 
this statement, and in view of the great 
pressure that has been brought to 
bear, it has been deemed proper to 
make the following official declara- 
tion: 

“The Secretary of War and the Prest- 
dent have hack informal discussions on 
army matters on several occasions, and 
it is understood that the President has 
expressed himself most positively on 
the ure of political and social influence 
by officers for the purpose of obtain- 
ing changes of stations, leaves of ab- 
sence, modifications of orders, etc. Of 
course, it is understood that officers 
often deem it necessary to have at- 
tention called to their cases by political 
friends for appointments, especially 
cases of young volunteer officers who 
recently have been appointed. It is. 
safe to say. however, that at no period 
in the ‘history of our government has 
os matter ot · record been used to such 

— as during the present re- 
organiza 


tion of the army, when the 
gtentest ible care has been taken 
in the le. of persons for appolnt - 


ment to the reorghnized army. 

“The President has not heritated to 
inform Senators and others who have 
applied to him that no officer will im- 
prove his chances by sending his 
friends to annoy the President in his 
behalf. On the contrary, the effect 
which will be produced probably win 
be directly opposite to that which the 
candidate hopes for. Several Senators 
and Representatives have some disap- 
pointment because the persons in 
whom they are interested have not re- 
ceived the appointments and stations 
applied for dy them, but the adminis- 
tration, as a whole is evidently of the 
opinion that the good sense and judg- 
ment of public men will lead to the 
same conclusion as that arrived at by 
the President and Secretary of War; 
that If a system of records be thoro- 
ughly established at the War Depart- 
ment, showing the progressive work of 
officers from year to year, it would be 


well as public officials, that such a 
register be made a guide for selections, 
details, etc.; rather than influence. 


“The appeals of individuals to their 
Congressmen for their personal assist- 
ance in the matters above enumerated 
necessitates public men giving up a 
great deal of their time in locating the 
proper office at which to apply for infor- 
mation and the filing of appeals. This 
takes them away from their legitimate 
duties, while Congress ig in session,

It is fully recognized by publi- officials 
that the proper men in the first in- 
stance to establish the character of an 
applicant for office are the Senators 
and Representatives from their own 
home, and it is eminently just and 
proper that their influence should be 
respected and they should be responsi- 
ble for the character of the persons 
recommended for office, but once in the 
public service, it is only fair to the ad.

PHILIPPINES NEED SEED. 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—a.M} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Considera- 
ble time at the Cabinet meeting today 
was devoted to consideration of the 
agricultural conditions in the Philip- 
pines. From reports received at the 
War Department it is evident that the 
vegetables grown there are “running 
out,” and there is necessity for immedi- 
ate distribution of new seed. Secretary 
Root told the Cabinet that not enough 
rice, which is the chief staple, was 
grown within the islands to supply the 
demand for local consumption. 


Secretary Wilson has decided to send 
one of the department's experts, with 
a full corps of assistants, to the isi- 
ands to investigate the situation. Upon 
ascertaining the needs in respect to 
seed, the department will ship to the 
islands such seed as may be required. 
It is expected that many things not 
heretofore grown in the Philippines 
can be produced there, especially new 
crops. The seed will be distributed 
gratis. Although men from the Agri- 
cultural Department will do the work, 
they will be commissioned by the War 
Department for this purpose.

DECISION AFFECTING WHISKY AND 
BEER SHIPPED THITHER. 
— — 
Commission of Internal Revenue Re- 
verses the Ruling He Made Some 


Weeks Ago—Exporters are Expected 
to Pay the Taxes Under Protest. 


[BY rum NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue today 
rendered a decision in which he holds 
that beer, whisky and other articles of 
domestic manufacture which are sub- 
ject to an internal-revenue tax when 
consumed in the United States are sub- 
ject to this tax when shipped to the 
Philippine Islands. In this sense, the 
Philippines are held to be domestic 
territory. 

‘Under éxisting laws, articles subject 
to an internal-revenue tax at home are 
relleved from the tax when exported 
to a foreign country, the exporter giv- 
ing bonds when the goods are with- 
drawn, which is canceled when satis- 
factory proof is furnished that ‘they 
actually have been landed in foreign 
territory. Under a ruling made some 
weeks ago by the commissioner, the 
Philippines have been regarded. for 
purposes of internal- revenue taxation 
as foreign territory, and therefore the 
whisky, beer, cigars, etc.. which have 
been shipped to the islands have been 
exempted from taxation. Under the 
present ruling the tax in all casés will 
be ex ted before shipment. 

It is’ expected that exporters will 
pay the tax under protest, having in 
mind the “fourteen diamond rings” 
case now pending in the United States 
Supreme Court, in which a decision is 
expected at an early date. This in- 
volfegthe same question, which has 
arisen in the consideration of the . 
ternal-revenue-tax case, and if the 
court should hold that the Philippines 
are foreign territory for customs and 
internal-revenue-tax purposes, export- 
ers will be entitled to a refund of the 
amount of the tax paid. 


NO CONCESSION TO CANADA. 
GALLINGER'S VIEWS. 
{BY THB NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Senator 
Gallinger of New Hampshire, who was 
one of the President's callers today, not 
only opposes a revision of the tariff, 
but also any tariff concessions to other 
countries through reciprocity treaties. 
He is especially hostile to any treaty 
looking to the reduction of duties on 
Canadian imports. 

“We sell three times as much to 
Canada as the Dominion sells to us,“ 
said he today at the White House. 
“Why should we make concession’? In 
my opinion there will be no reciprocity 
treaty with Canada. I was in Toronto 
recently and heard Sir Wilfred Laurier, 
the Canadian Premier, say in a speech 
that Canada was through with sending 
delegates to Washington looking for 
trade concessions. He said if negotia- 
tions were to be resumed, we would 
have to take the initiative.”

AN FRANCISCO, Nov. 1k—{Ex- 

clusive Dispateh.] A decision was 

handed down today in the Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the cases of the 
Pacific Land and Improvement Com- 
pany vs. the Elwood Oi] Company and 
the Cosmos Exploration Company va. 
the Gray Eagle Oil Company, in which 
the decision of the lower court in both 
cases is affirmed and the injunction 
asked for, restraining the defendants 
from boring weils and removing the 
oil from certain lands in Kern county, @ 
is denied. The decision was written 
by Judge Hawley, with Judge Morrow 
concurring, while Judge Gilbért wrote 
a dissenting opinion. The two cases 
are considered jointly. as the same 
points are involved in both of them. 

The suit involved title to in 
lands claimed by both parties to the 
suit. The Pacific Land and Improve- 
ment Company basing its claim to the 
on an agricultural filing pur- 
chased from one J. R. Johnson, white. 
the defendants based theirs on min- 
eral claims filed by themselves. In 
this regard the opinion reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Wi of the opinion that the Fed- 
eral are without jurisdiction tq 
entertain suit to determine respective 
rights to any lands to which title re- 
mains in the United Statés in regard 
to which contest between parties is 
pending in the Land Department. An 
action of ejectmMent cannot be main- 
tained in the courts of 
equitable title. 
The averments in the bill are sue- 
ceptible of the construction that the 
defendants are in the possession of the 
land in controversy. “While such a bill 
might be entertained under State laws, 
it is not cognizable by a Federal court 
of equity, the remedy being at law.“ 

Judgment in the Circuit Court in 
both cases was affirmed with costs, 
The cpinion also dealt with the merits 
of the controversy, in which it was de- 
cided the defendants had the best title 
to the lands in dispute. 

MORE OF THE DECISION. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

SAF FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—Judge 
Hawley, in his decision, further sags: 

“The general rule is settled that the 
right to a patent once vested is treated 
by the government in dealing with the 
public lands as equivalent to a patent 
issued, and when a patent does issue, 
it relates back to the inception of the 
right of the patentee. It is true that 
no valid location of a mining claim 
can be made untl the discovery of 
mineral. It does not}ehowever, follow 
that because no mineral was found 
the land in question was unoccupied. 

The possessory rights of the miners 
have been recognized by law, although, 
in ell such cases, the legal title to 
the land remains in the government. 
No right can be initiated on govern- 
ment land which is in the actual pos- 
session of another by a forcible, 
fraudulent or clandestine entry there- 
on.“ 

The judgment of the Circuit Court 
In both cases is affirmed with costs. 
Judge Morrow concurred with Judge 
Hawley in the majority opinion. 

Judeg Gilbert, in his dissenting opin- 
jon, says: “The right of exploration for

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—M. Santos- 
Dumont is bringing to a close negotia- 
tions with the Prince of Monacos en- 
gineers for the construction of an aero- 
drome below the city of Monaco on 
ground bordering on the Boulevard De 
ja Coindamine, says the Monte Carlo 
correspondent of the Herald. It will 
be 51 meters long. 10 meters wide and 
15 meters high. It will shelter the 
Santos-Dumont No. 7. measuring 49 
meters in length and 7 meters in 4i- 
ameter and of which the capacity will 
be 1200 cubic meters. 

When the air ship leaves the shed 
it will pass over the Bay of Monaco, 
where it will be put through evolutions 
daily during the months of 
and February. The superficial area 
of the bay is about three hundred 
thousand square meters. Whenever 
the weather permits, the aeronauts 
will leave the bay and carry their ex- 
periments out over the Mediterranean,

The betting at the ringside steadied 
down, just before the big struggle, to 
odds of 2 to 1, although there were 
bursts of enthusiasm from either side, 
in which longer odds were offered.

Kelly. the Chicago bookmaker, had 
$3000, which he sought to place at 10 
to 4%. Of this sum $1000 was cove 
by the Ruhlinites.

Fourth round—After a short exchange 
at close quarters, Ruhlin landed on the 
face. He was forced back, and Jeffries 
smiled as Gus again rebuked him. 
Jeffries landed a left and biacked 
Ruhlin's left eye. He then pursued 
him, fighting at short range, and 
plainly wearing his man down. Ruhlin 
lacked aggressiveness, and retreated 
as Jeffries swung left and right, but 
missed. Gus led for the face, and Jef- 
fries pushed him across the ring. Then 
the champion walked Gus across the 
ring again and landed a fierce left on 
the jaw. Ruhlin shot out Ineffectual 
lefts. Jeffries waded in, whaling 


down, and took the count. He came 
up apparently weak, and the gong 
saved him. Ruhlin was plainly in the 
greatest distress when the round closed. 
This round was much in Jeffries favor. 

Fifth round—Ruhilin wore a dis- 
tressed expression when he came up. 
Jeffries went in with straight-arm 
blows, but was blocked. | Jeffries 
landed a light hook to the jaw and a 
short left to the ribs, and then again 
to the neck with the right.

JEFFRIES'S GLOAT. 

In a signed statement Jeffries says: 

“It was a little easy money for me. 
They can't hit hard enough to hurt me. 
Ruhlin ag up as good a fight asl ex- 
pected he would. I expected to win, 
and was therefore not surprised in the 
result. I took my time in beating him. 
1 had not started to fight when his 
manager threw up the sponge. Had I 
gone at the fellow I am sure he would 
not have lasted two rounds. He tried 
a new punch on me. It was a hea 
right cross after a clinch, and when 
saw it coming, I simply laid my head 
on his breast and laughed at him. This 
disheartened Ruhlin. 

“Ruhlin was scared from the very 
first round. I knew it, and did not fear 
him. He knew he had no chance. I 
don't think he quit. I hit him two or 
three awful punches in the body. Some 
people said I could not stand a biow 
in the solar xus. I think I proved 
tonight that I could, because I let him 
land heavily on my body, and never 
felt his blow. When they lick me they 
will have to prove it. I am like a 

oung bull in strength, and I think I 

ave improved in my style. of ting. 
The blows I received on the head could 
not shake me. He never hit me flush, 
because my head was always low down.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Secretary 
of the Navy Long, in his annual re- 
port to the President, gives the fol- 
dowing account of the operations of 
the squadrons: 

The vessels of the Asiatic squadron, 
detailed for service in Philippine 
waters, have been employed in co- 
operating with our military forces, in 
maintaining an effective patrol of the 
various islands, and in preventing the 
insurgents from receiving supplies of 
arms. Since the capture of Aguinaido, 
in which operation the U.S.S. Vicks- 
burg took a conspicuous part, the de- 
partment has reduced its force on this 
station. The vessels in Chinese | 
waters have kept in touch with the 
important ports on the Chi coast 
and with our forces operating shore, 
until the evacuation of the Chinese 
capital by all but a legation guard, 
ince which time they have been so 
distributed as to readily codperate in 
case of an emergency. The efficiency 
of the squadron in Asiatic waters re- 
flects credit upon the commander-in- 
chief and his squadron commanders. 

On the 15th of July, 1901, in the pres- 
ence of Rear-Admiral Rodgers, U.8.

from 300 to 360, and that the limit of 
the number of junior lieutenants and 
ensigns be made 600. He concurs with 
the Chiel Naval Constructor that there 
should be an increase in his corps. 
With more ships to build there must 
be more constructors. Some increase 
in the Corps of Civil Engineers is neces- 
sary in view of the great increase in 
yard and dock construction. 

The Secretary says: “I cannot too 
earnestly call attention to the neces- 
sity for an increage of this most im- 
portant branch of the navy.

Comparing the tests made 
in this country with reports of those 
made abroad, our armor seems to be 
the best that can at present be pro. 
duced, and the price at which it is 
obtained is lower than that paid 
abroad. Deliveries amounting to 
nearly two thousand tons have already 
been made under these contracts. 

Concerning the construction of war 
vessels, Secretary Long says: 

“Progress upon vessels now under 
construction has been somewhat de- 
layed by reason of strikes, and the non- 
delivery of material on contract time.” 

CIVIL SERVICE. 

Under the head of “Civil Service of 
the Department,” the Secretary says: 
“The Navy Department bears witness 
to the utility of the present system of 
the civil service. It prevents favorit- 
ism, and makes merit the test of en- 
trance into . of standing and 
advance in it, and the result has been 
a decided inerease in efficiency. In 
some cases where the examinations of 
the Civil Service Commission, which

Because of his absence there was a 
Geadiock, and action upon the petition 
of Caroline W. Dobbins for a permit 
to build a gas plant on St. John street, 
in the Eighth Ward, was postponed a 
week. Commissioners Frankenfield 
and Vickrey were in favor of granting 
the permit and Mayor Snyder and 
Commissioner Webb opposed such ac- 
tion. The matter got no further than

“De Ate” was fully represented. The 
industrious labors of Attorneys Haas 
and Horgan during the “week, supplc- 
mented by the efforts of a number of 
men who have suddenly developed a 
surprising interest in the gas question, 
resulted in a crowd of testants that 
completely filled the commission room. 
About thirty ladies occupied chairs. 
end fifty or sixty men crowded the 
room to suffocation. were also 
several fants in arms.

Opposition to Franchise. 


Petitions are being circulated among 
the merchants on Los Angeles street 
by N. Bonfilio, asking that no fran- 
enise for a street railway be granted 
on Los Angeles street between Win- 
ston and Seventh streets, and on Win- 
ston street from Los Angeles to Wall 
street.

Carpet-cleaning System. 

The Chief of the fire department is 
investigating the application of Ar- 
thur St. Claire McClure fon a permit to 
maintain a portable gasoline engine 
to be used in cleaning carpets by a 
system of compressed air. With 
exception of nkenfield, the Fire 
Commissioners are all heartily in favor 
of the new process, which is the fame 
as employed by the Pullman Car Com- 
pany in cleaning the coaches that 
cross the continent. “If there is any 
way that I can get my carpets cleaned 
in the house without the annoyance 
of taking them up, I want this man 
to get the permit,“ declared the Mayor 
yesterday. The dust arising from the 
application of the compressed air is 
carried into a water box and great 
things are claimed for the new process. 
The investigation is made because it 
is feared that the engine may frighten 
horses, if allowed on the street. 


Big Apportionment. 

An apportionment of $75,000 was 
made by the City Auditor yesterday, 
and the City Treasurer's office did a 
rushing business. This apportionment 
places most of the important funds 
on the credit side of the ledger. The 
cash fund is hopelessiy behind, and 
small deficits still remain in the En- 
gineer’s, th, water, police, market 
and stseet department funds. 


AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


ENY HAND-OUTS TO 
BACK-DOOR BEGGARS. 


CHARITABLE PEOPLE SHOULD BE 
CAREFUL OF THEIR ALMS. 


Pitiable Case of a Sick Family, Sent 
Back to Alameda by Associated Chari- 
ties, Which Plan to Get Rid of Im- 


ported Indigency. 


Winter is bringing to Southern Call- 


ers—its usual influx of tramps and 
homeless sick. It is easy to live here 
and the reputation of our people is 
abroad as being kind hearted and gen- 
erous. This offers an opportunity for 
the lazy i ter. The professional 
tramp thinks he is in paradise. But 
the tramp the beggar are not 
the only evile of the season. The un- 
warranted importation into this com- 
munity of persons from various sec- 
tions of the country, in a condition of 
actual or immediately prospective in- 
digency, is another evil, and it is one 
for which the Associated Charities 
have a stringent policy—a policy that 
has been in force long enough to prove 
its great worth. 

The plan of the charities ds to refuse 
support to such persons, and send 
them right back to the home com- 
munities where they belong. 

FAMILY IN SAD NEED. 

A pathetic case in point was dis- 
posed of by Secretary Stuart yester- 
day. It pertained to a family of 
three. The husband is a consump- 
tive, and the wife an epileptic sub- 
ject. They have a beautiful little 
|} daughter, not yet in her teens, who 
is too young to work, and ought to be 
in #chool. They moved here from 
Alameda, and immediately asked as. 
sistance from the Ar*octated Charities. 
But aid was denied them—other than 
enough to get them back to Alameda, 
where they had lived for less than a 
year before coming here, and mad a 
considerable circle of friends and ac- 
quaintances. 

“We paid their fare this morning 
back to Alameda,” said Mr. Stuart, 
“where they are among their friends. 
They are deserving. but we have our 
own poor here to look after. It coat 
us Fis to- the rallroads give us half 
fare in such case but, had we not 
paid it, the cost of their support would 
have amounted tg that much each 
month, if not more.” 

IMPORTATIONS EXPORTED. 

Mr. Stuart then spoke interestingly 
of imported cases generally. 

“Most of them,” he said, are in- 
valids, whose affection is so deep- 
reoted as to warrant no reasonable ex. 
pectation of benefits from our climate. 
at least not without the assistance of 
comfortable financial backing. But 
these poor unfortunates are not only 
penniless, but without relatives or 
even friends. How did they get here? 
Well, often physicians are 80 indis- 


creet and unscrupulous as to advise 


fornia—the land of sunshine and flow-. 


their removal hither, and then chart 

table societies, ‘benevolent’ public 

officials, or well-meaning but mistaken 

— furnish them transporta- 
on. 


“It would probably astonish you if 
you could realize the extent to which 
this glorious section is made the dump- 
ing ground for such unfortunate peo- 
ple. The burden of their support is 
therefore thrust upon us in addition 
to those duties that rightfully pertain 
to our own legitimate population. Very 
frequently, not only individuals, but 
large, dependent families are thus 
thrown upon us without right or rea- 
son 


“Surely it fs evident that we cannot 
deal generously with these people and 
do justice to our own unfortunate. 
That is why we immediately return 
imported indigents to the communities 
from which they come to us. We never 
knowingly send any applicant to an- 
other locality without reliable assur- 
ance that such applicant will not be- 
come a public charge. 

“A number of cities are now faith- 
fully observing this rule toward us, 
and we are happy to acknowledge the 
same.” 

DON’T FEED THE TRAMP. 

Now that the tramp is in the midst 
of us, in increasing numbers, what is 
to be done? When you are confronted 
on the street or at your door by beg- 
ging men and women, who say they 
are homeless and hungry, what do you 
do? Probably you always feel that 
such an appeal places you in more or 
less of a predicament. You do not wish 
to encourage the weakness or vice that 
made the applicants homeless, nor 
would you let one fellow-creature need- 
lessly suffer. 

Secretary Stuart advises that you 
turn the money into the Associated 
Charities that you feel inclined to give 
to beggars, and then send all appli- 
cants to the charities for assistance. 
Whether they be worthy. you can 
scarcely know; the charities have ev- 
ery means of ascertaining. 

“There is just one point. and per- 
haps only one, says Mr. Stuart, quot- 
ing from a booklet in his hand, “on 
which charitable peopie who know the 
poor well and have worked among 
them for any length of time, are abso- 
lutely agreed. They may differ about 
many other things, but all of them 
said workers and velunteers alike, 
ministers and laymen, missionaries an! 
settlement vorher, child-saving agents 
and relieving officers—are agreed that 
it hurts men and women cruelly to give 
them money or food on the street, or 
at the door, in response to their beg- 
ging appeals. But, unfortunately, this 
is just the one thing of all others that 
those who do not know the poor or 
work among them find hardest to rem 
ize. It seems so much easter to dis- 
miss the troublesome applicant from 
sight and hearing by giving a little 
small change when this dirmicses also 
the troublesome thought of his suffer- 
ings.” 

RAMP SPECIALISTS SAY. 
u this connection the testimony of 
w well-known authorities on the 
tramp and beggar problem will be in- 
teresting. 

Josiah Fiynt, who has cared enough 
about tramps to live among them and 
study their ways for the last ten 
years; who knows their habits as 
Charles Darwin knew the habits of 
earth worms, sums up his experience 
as follows: “If charitable people would 
only commit charity to skilled hands, 
it would be much easier to handle beg- 
gars. The tramp is a specialist; so 
why not leave specialists to deal with 
him? The whole trouble comes of our 
willingness to be more unpractical in 
our philanthropy than in our business.” 
*Dean Hodges of the Cambridge 
Theological School says: In regard 
to the men who beg from door Yo door, 
if you feed them, you teach them it is 
easier to beg than to dig. Probably 
you believe in the myth of the hun- 
dredth man. You are willing to fees 
the ninety-nine in order not to turn 
away the honest, worthy hundredth 
man. But the truth is the hundredth 
man does not exist. In some sense all 
these men are worthy of help the more 
low-down and ignorant they are. But 
don't give them anything at the door. 
You are not the physician for their 
maladies. Send them to the Associated 
Charities. There is the doctor's office 
for their economic maladies.” 

Other quotations might be civen, bat 
an Eng ieh vagrant is on reco’d as say- 
ing: 1 soon discovered tiat more 
money could be got without work than 
with it. People who indiscriminate’y 
give alms are far more to Dame than 
the recipients.” 

“Tell the people, then.“ cays Mr. 
Stuart, “not to give hand-onts to 
tranmps, and to refuse the ordinary 
beggar.”

GOOD RECORD ON THE RESERVES 
THE PAST SUMMER.

Force of Rangets Reduced by About 
One-half for the Winter—Fifteen Re- 


main on San Gabriel Reserve to Build 
Trails and Fire Breaks. 


Now that the winter months have 
come and the hunter and camper have 
left the woods to their primeval soll- 
tude, the force of forest rangers has 
been reduced to the normal number. 
During the summer, when the forest 
reserves that occupy the all-important 
watersheds of Southern (alifornia are 
im great danger from the camp fires 
of the hordes of campers who invade 
them, eighty-two rangers are kept 
non the alert throughout the 
aa different districts—the Pine Moun- 
tain and Zeca Lake. San Jacinto, San 
Hernardine, Santa Ynez, San Gabriel 
and Trabusea reserves. This month 
the number has been reduced to forty- 
seven. 


During the past summer there have 
been fewer forest and brush (fires 


there has not been a single instance 
of serious damage, though it has been 
a very dry season. Throu ut the 
country this district has gain the 
enviable reputation of being the most 
successfully guarded of all the forest 
tracts under government protection, 
and while here a few days ago Hon. 
Charles D. Walcott, director of the 
United States Geological Survey. took 
pains to praise the forestry people of 
the local Land Office upon their suc- 
céssful work. 

The Southern California forest re- 
serves are the most important in the 
country, because of the dependence of 
the region upon the water that the 
vegetation upon the watersheds gath- 
ers during the winter and Stores away 
for summer use,“ said Forest Super- 
intendent Allen yesterday. “We have 
more rangers than any other section— 
in fact, half of the entire number in 
the country. The San Gabriel reserve 
gives the most trouble, because of the 
large population along its edge, and its 
consequent number of summer camp- 
ers, but this season every fire has been 
smothered.

Two boys about 13 years old, at lib- 
erty on bail pending trials for bur-

endeavoring to cash a check which 
they had stolen from the United States 
mail, and on the back of which one 
of them had forged the name of the 
payee. The boys are Henry Martinez 
and Ray Engel, and, according to the 
police, they are tough youngsters. 
They have confessed their gullt. 

Three weeks ago these two, in com- 
pany with two other boys of. about 
their age, were arrested on charges of 
burglary, it being alleged that they 
had broken into the Spring-street pub- 
lic school and stolen a number of arti- 
cles there, and destroyed many others. 
The boys were held to the Superior 
Court. One was convicted, but Marti. 
nes and Engel were released on ball. 
that their parents might care for them. 
Engels mother took him to Sher- 
man, where he remained until about 
three days ago. 

Yesterday afternoon, with Martinez, 
he visited a saloon on Los Angeles 
street and asked the proprietor to cash 
a check for $20. It was drawn in favor 
of A. A. Durrand on the Donohoe-Kelly 
Banking Company of San Francisco. 
and on the back was ‘indorsed with 
Durrand's name. 

The proprietor was suspicious on ac- 
count of the ages of the boys and sent 
for a policeman. Before the officer ar- 
rived the youngsters scooted. Patrol- 
man Lennon saw them and gave chase. 
He caught Engel, but not until the 
boy had torn the check in pieces and 
scattered it along the street. Martinez 
escaped by running in an opposite di- 
rection. At the Police Station Engel 
was booked under the head of sus 
picion.“ Lennon recovered the pieces 
of the check and took them to de- 
tective headquarters, where they were 
pasted together. 

Detectives Flammer and Ritch, who 
had worked on the burglary case and 
know the boys, were detalled to arrest 
Martinez, and a few minutes later 
found him on Broadway. He was 
locked up and similarly booked. 

When confronted with the mended 
check, Martinez confessed having 
forged Durrand’s name on its back, 
and both the boys made confessions 
of having robbed the malls. 

They say that they have visited 
South Spring-street lodging-houses 
and purloined packages of letters from 
the mail boxes, where they were 
awalting their rightful claimants. The 
letters they have torn open in the hope 
of finding valuables. In one of them 
the San Francisco check was secured. 

Martinez said they had torn up a 
number of letters in an alley between 
Fourth and Winston streets, and when 
a detective visited that place he found 
pieces. At the Police Station some of 
these were pasted together, but there 
is no indication that they contained 
money. 

Among places from which the 
boys say they have stolen mail are 
the lodging-houses at Nos. 316, 318 and 
519 South Spring street. Inquiry at 
these places shows that a quantity of 
mail has been stolen recently. The 
proprietor of the place at No. 519 says 
that a large amount of mall was taken 
from him Thursday evening. 

It is believed that other places have 
also been robbed. The police will 
make a thorough investigation, and 
the youthful prisoners will probably be 
turned over to the Federa! authorities.
